"It 
has, in fact, no real foundation Dur- 
ing the past year the advance in wages 
of those employed in all the trades re- 
latiug- to "building and building mater- 
ials has not exceeded 26 per cent what 
wages were a year ago Meantime the 
price of lumber turned out iby the 
planing mills has advanced 
75 per 


cent. And raw lurrtber direct from the 
yards Is selling today at $36 and up- 
wards per M feet against $16 and -up- 
wards formerly. 
The quality of the 


lumber delivered at these high prices 
has also deteriorated, for most of 't 
is green ,and knotty. 
Everything, In 


fact, that can b« passed through the 
sa-w mills goes. Proportlonaltely (high 
prices prevail in other structural ma- 
terials. It is an unwarranted abuse of 
conditions, and It is no wonder that 
banks are conservative in the matter 
of loaning money on 
Improvements 


than they were formerly, for the per- 
manency of high prices 1n these struc- 
tural materials and in the amount In- 
v ested in the buildings they produce is 
not assured, and bankers loan money 
on Improvements, as they do on land, 
to an assured marginal limit. If the 
same percentage In the Increase of 
wages In the trades during the past 
jear were adoptd (by dealers in build- 
ing materials, there would, probably, 
be no kick and certainly no interrup- 
tion in the^ development of new. Im- 
provements 
There are millions 
if 


dollars' worth of projected ibulldmg 
Improvements, for which plans have 
been drawn by architects of this city 
which are now ibeing delayed

prices of structural materials reach a 
more reasonable basis than that they 
now occupy "

BLOCKADE OF RAILROADS 


THREATENS MEAT 
FAMINE 


All the Routes Leading to San Francisco 


Bay From Cattle Lands Are 


Closed. 


The recent heavy rainstorms which 


have been ajmost continuous through- 
out California, Nevada and 
Oregon, 


have seriously Interrupted {fc railroad 
traffic leading from all directions to 
San Francisco bay. As a consequence 
all of the bay cities are threatened 
with, a meat famine. 


The supply of beef 
consumed by 


these communities has been obtained 
from Oregon, Nevada, the upper San 
Joaquln, Santa Clara Valley and the 
Southern country, Including tho cattle 
ranges in Arizona and Northern Mex- 
ico, 


SOURCES SHUT OFF. 


With the exception, of the 
Santa 


Clara and San Joaquln Valleys, all of 
these sources of meat supply are at 
present shut off, owing to the block- 
ade on all the railroads entering here, 
occasioned by floods, washouts, tho 
failure of bridges and landslides. The 
Central Pacific is blockaded at Reno 
by the Truckee river which Is on the 
rampage, being higher than it has ever 
been known to be before, overflowing 
Its banks and washing out the tracks. 


The Southern Pacific and Santa Fe 


are blocked by landslides on the Te- 
hai.hapi' grade, and the Coast line is 
blockaded by landslides at San Fer- 
nando 
and at

north. If the Tehachapl grade 
had 


been clear, the San Joaquln route to 
Los Angeles would still be blocked by

declining. From what wo can make 
out there is not 
more than twelve 


days' supply of beef available within 
the reach of San Franrisco and unless 
the railroads to Oregon, Nevada and 
tiie southern country are opened be- 
fore that time to let the cattle trains 
come through the meat supply will be 
entirely exhausted."

Lynch was born near Plttsburg els- 
ty-foar years ago.
